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Tide Pool a Learning Tool 
Sippican Lands Trust

Alan Harris had his binoculars out, and he and 
fellow marine life enthusiasts on April 16 were peering 
at seals that were bobbing their heads in and out of the 
water by Brainard Marsh. 

This treat was one of many for wildlife lovers 
of all ages last Sunday morning. The Sippican Lands 
Trust started a new tradition this February when people 
gathered at the same marsh during a low tide to study the 
changes in wildlife throughout the year. 

The weather was rainy at first but it faded quickly, 
allowing around a dozen people to observe snails, oysters, 
worms, shells, crabs, barnacles, and even some jellyfish. 
An osprey landed in a nest while seals were observed in 
the distance by some rocks jutting out of the Weweantic 
River — adding some surprise visitors to the mix. 

“It’s all kinds of good stuff,” said Carolyn Tepolt, 
a marine biologist and a director for the SLT. “The nicest 
way to get into nature is to get out into nature.” 

Young kids and their families were roaming around 
with buckets, and Tepolt was giving nature lovers of all 
ages a lesson on how many of these critters are resilient. 
Some travel as many as 100 miles, venturing out to sea 
when they are ready to mate. 

Harris, a past president and board director, 
mentioned that one crab is an invasive species, and local 
scientists are keeping an eye on how they are impacting 
the ecosystem. 

Ben Fisk and his wife Jen came with their neighbors. 
Their three-year-old son Sawyer had a bucket full of 
critters. 

The Fisks were just a few families enjoying this 
outdoor and educational activity. Some noted the area’s 
kayak potential for later on in the year. 

Many carried around a note card with critters that 
they might encounter, including a species of periwinkle 
that is often hard to find, according to Tepolt. In fact, she 
was sending pics of one litter critter to her colleagues, 
hoping they identified the correct one. Many were

interested in the seals and the osprey sweeping back and 
forth into a nest. 

Harris said the property and the pole, which the 
osprey nest, was donated to the town more than three 
decades ago. Since then it has become a “conservation 
success story,” according to Harris. 

The SLT plans on hosting another tide pool 
exploration event in either July or August. Harris said the 
SLT often hosts “asynchronous” learning opportunities 
for the public. 

Along with helping people identify marine life, 
Harris and others were also educating people, warning 
some kids that not all marine life found is edible. 

Later on this year, the group also plans to host a 
story walk around Gallison Woods Trail. There, young 
kids will be asked to build fairy houses but can only use 
natural material and may not kill any critters along the 
way.

It would 
keep Dad off my back, and with the military draft 
looming, my plan was to wait it out, then pursue my 
artistic career. 

Iam still indebted to the many teachers who 
feigned sickness enough times that I was able to work 140 
days before Uncle Sam called. Much to my surprise, Sam 
did not want me. Something about my eyesight. But that’s 
another story for another time. Suffice it to say, my “real” 
career beckoned. If the art thing didn’t work out, I could 
always fall back on teaching. Ya, right. Little did I know 
that years later, I would choose to become a teacher. 

Education has taken heat lately in the culture wars 
and teachers are feeling the burn, so I feel obliged to offer 
up a few thoughts on my second profession.

New Committee Taking 


Closer Look at Grounds 
Mattapoisett Holy Ghost Reuse Committee 
By Marilou Newell 

The newly formed Mattapoisett Holy Ghost Reuse 
Committee got down to business on April 18, as it met 
only for the second time since charged with helping the 
town as it plans future uses for the former Holy Ghost 
Grounds off Park Street. 

It’s been several years since the town, with the 
assistance of former Town Administrator Mike Gagne, 
purchased the 5-acre site from the religious organization 
which used the area for summer gatherings. A master 
plan for use of the site, however, was not formulated. 

More recently, during meetings held by the Master 
Plan Committee which drafted the updated 2023 plan, 
frequent mention was made as to how the grounds might 
be used. Renewed interest also came from bike-path 
planning, which saw the location of the grounds perfect 
for cyclists wanting to take a break. It is located in the 
middle of Phase 2a and is receiving updated restroom 


facilities in anticipation of the path coming through.

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The committee is now chaired by Mike Rosa (who 
also sits on the Capital Planning Committee), Denise 
Conton (representing the COA), Nathan Ketchel (who 
also sits on the Planning Board), Recreation Department 
Director Greta Fox and Freemin Bauer, who for many 
years has been advocating for a dog park in the 
community. 

During the second meeting, the committee selected 
Rosa as chairman, Conton as clerk and Ketchel as vice 
chairman. The discussion then turned to developing 
a survey intended to garner public input and ideas 
regarding future use for the park. The committee agrees 
the park needs a new name rather than carrying over its 
former title. Fox suggested a contest might be a fun way to 
rename the future recreational area, while also engaging 
the public to capture their interest in participating in the 
process. 

Regarding the survey, Fox presented ideas on text 
and layout of a public survey. She noted that there should 
be open-ended as well as specific “yes-no” questions. The 
survey will include gathering data on whether or not the 
public is interested in such uses as a dog park, pickleball 
courts, basketball courts, walking loop, playground 
and/or picnic area. Fox said that funding will have to be 
considered and that construction is likely to be completed 
in a phased manner. Rosa stated it will be “a long time” 
before construction would begin. 

There is a structure on the grounds that at one 
time was used for parties such as showers and similar 
gatherings. In the past it had been suggested that the 
structure be rented. With this in mind and with the plan 
of having the bike path travel along the railroad easement 
in the area, the last spring Town Meeting voted to spend 
$150,000 for bathrooms. 

But Fox believes having a full kitchen was not a 
good plan. 

“Operating a commercial kitchen...would be a 
liability,” she said, noting that Health Department permits 
would be needed and that people using a kitchen would 
not be able to clean it sufficiently for the next group to use 
it. Katie Desrosiers, assistant to the Town Administrator 
Mike Lorenco, offered that an area with expansive counter

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space and a sink might be ample for parties that are 
catered and that most events of this sort are generally 
catered, no food being prepared on site.

The vote to approve the Housing Production Plan 
during Tuesday night’s public meeting of the Planning 
Board was the culmination of what Planning Board 
Chairman Norm Hills estimated was 18 months of effort 
by the Affordable Housing Trust. 

“This is the third iteration. The first iteration was 
130 pages, the next one 71 pages, this one we’re down to 
39 pages,” said Hills. “This time, we generally use things 
to get to a goal; it doesn’t specify a number of years like it 
did in years past.” 

Collings thought of a River Road neighbor whose 
most-affordable solution was to stay in his home and have 
people visit to provide care. “Now they had to change the 
house around,” he said. “I like that there was space in this

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report for exactly that kind of thing. This report shows 
that the largest segment in town is the oldest. 

“If we can help them make the house suitable ... 
Marion is a very affordable place. It may always seem 
a little bit more, but the world has caught up. ... These 
small (replacement) homes won't be any cheaper than the 
ones they’re selling.” 

The members present voted to approve with the 
exception of board member Andrew Daniel, who felt 
that the information about different affordable-housing 
scenarios dominated the report. 

“By reading it, I was surprised to see how much 
ahead of other communities we are ... It seemed the goal 
of (the plan) was to create 40A’s and 40B’s and smart 
40B’s. I don’t know if that’s the direction we want to go,” 
he said. 

Hills countered that the information presented only 
represents options. 

“I don’t think that it hinders us any way going 
forward,” said Hills. “This doesn’t walk us into 
anything.” 

“Knowing we had to put this plan together to 
meet state regulations, we certainly did that,” said board 
member Alanna Nelson. “It offered a lot of ways we can 
get our (affordable-housing) numbers above 10%.” 

Daniel asked for the cost of the Housing Production 
Plan. Board administrator Terri Santos said she would get 
Daniel that information, noting that it was accomplished 
with the assistance of the Southeastern Regional Planning 
and Economic Development District (SRPEDD) with 
Community Preservation Act funding. 

Board member Eileen Marum, who motioned for 
support of the Housing Production Plan, also made the 
motion to endorse the Marion Open Space Recreational 
Plan (MOSRP), a 215-page report generated by the 
Stewards of Community Open Space over the last two 
years. 

Hills told the board the final version was achieved 
with the Stewards of Community Open Space two weeks 
ago, and the document was awaiting the Planning Board’s 
endorsement. This vote was without exception. 

Marum called the content “excellent and thorough.” 
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Nelson concurred, especially regarding a 
background section she called, “really well done. I was 
really impressed. ... a lot of opportunities and whoever in 
town wants to move it ahead can move it ahead.” 

In answer to Collings’ question, Hills said that 
31% of Marion land is permanently protected and that 
40% is open (the difference being properties such as the 
cemetery.) 

Member Jon Henry was unable to attend Tuesday 
night’s meeting. Henry’s absence meant that the Village 
Style Smart Growth District (VSSGD) will go on the 
board’s next agenda. 

A planned discussion with developer Sherman 
Briggs regarding Section 230-8.11 of the Marion bylaws 
(erosion control at his Spring Street property) was moved 
to the board’s next meeting at Briggs’ request. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board is 
scheduled for Monday, May 1, at 7:00 pm at the Police 
Station, also accessible live via Zoom. 


Restoration Plan Considered Insufficient 
Rochester Conservation Commission

Rochester’s Conservation Commission Tuesday 
night learned its year-long dispute with 89 Box Turtle 
Drive owner Doug Rose over clearing land too close 
to wetlands without a permit is a step closer to being 
resolved. 

A restoration plan has been submitted, but the 
board said it isn’t enough. Chairman Christopher Gerrior 
said the town has received a “90 percent completion 
plan.” He complained that what the board really needs 
is a formal Notice of Intent to do the work, along with a 
final restoration plan, a narrative of that plan and a notice 
to abutters of the plan. 

All of these requirements were in the motion 
the panel approved to resume fining Rose until these 
conditions are met. 

Conservation Agent Merilee Kelly said fining Rose 
hadn't started yet because his lawyer had promised 
to deliver a plan by the next day and had done so. 
Member Ben Bailey said the plan the lawyer handed in 
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is not detailed enough, and the other board members 
agreed. The resulting vote to start fining Rose again was 
unanimous. 

A year ago, the board voted to begin delivering 
“non-criminal enforcement tickets,” fining the property 
owner on a climbing scale of $50, then $100, then $300 
per day. The property owner’s wetland-code violations 
involve working closer than 25 feet from wetlands 
without a permit. This vote came after the board asked 
the property owner to file a restoration plan with erosion 
and sedimentation controls in late July 2022. 

The meeting began with a Negative Determination 
of Applicability for a plan at 228 Mary’s Pond Road to 
install a new leaching field with a portion of it and 62 feet 
of effluent pipe within a wetlands buffer zone, a decision 
that the work will not affect wetlands. 

The board then approved the Certificate of 
Compliance for the construction of a new home, private 
well, septic system and private dock at 417 Mary’s Pond. 
The project’s representative, Rick Charon of Charon 
Associates, admitted that this project started too soon. But 
since then, everything has been done right, he reported. 

The dock itself sparked the most discussion. Gerrior 
instructed Charon to consult with the property owners 
on whether they are working on obtaining a Chapter 91 
License for the dock, a permit required for any structure 
being built in water. 

The board next approved a Notice of Intent to build 
a seasonal aluminum rolling dock at 536 Snipatuit Road. 
Here, too, the board recommended that the petitioner’s 
representative look into getting a Chapter 91 License for 
the dock. 

In other action, the board reappointed John Divorski 
as its representative on the Soil Board. Divorski is a 
former Conservation Commission member who is now a 
full member of the Soil panel, Bailey explained. 

Bailey received approval to send the Select 
Board members a letter requesting their support of a 
hydrological study of the waterflow at Snipatuit Pond. 

A flow gauge would be installed with ARPA 
funds totaling $20,000. Bailey explained the decades- 
old agreement that gives New Bedford full access to 
Rochester is based on a withdrawal from Great Quittacas. 
More data will tell experts if that’s actually water also 
flowing from Snipatuit into Quittacas, data which could 
change the agreement, possibly in Rochester’s favor. 

The Rochester Conservation Commission will 
next meet on Tuesday, May 2, at 7:00 pm at Town Hall, 1 
Constitution Way. 


Drainage ‘Critical’ to Bike Path Progress 
Mattapoisett Bike Path Committee

A public information meeting regarding the 
next phase of the Mattapoisett Bike Path was hosted 
by the town in concert with the Bike Path Committee. 
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Featured presenters were Pare Corporation members 
Amy Archer and Tim Thompson, who led the audience 
of approximately 30 through processes that have been 
completed and conceptual planning of Phase 2a. 

Before introducing the speakers, Town 
Administrator Mike Lorenco took a moment to update 
everyone on the current status of the opening of Phase 1b, 
the elevated boardwalk across Goodspeed Island’s barrier 
beach. 

“We are still working with the state on the 
agreement, maybe this week or by the end of April, first of 
May, we'll be done,” said Lorenco. 

The agreement in question is an understanding 
between the state and the town on which has 
responsibility for various construction-related matters, 
including materials and for how long. The walkway is 
complete, and for many months, many enthusiasts have 
expressed eagerness to get this section cleared for use. The 
town wants to ensure all relevant matters are addressed 
in the memorandum of understanding before signing 
documents. 

Archer spoke for most of the meeting, explaining 
in some detail the areas this part of planning covered, 
including such matters as stakeholders’ engagement, 
wetland mapping, deed research, traffic studies, crossing 
equipment, funding options and advancement to 
preliminary design. 

Wetlands will be a major component in developing 
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a recreational pathway that skirts Raion swamp areas 
and perennial streams, Archer noted. However, she 
assured the public that this, along with other matters, 
could be resolved to the satisfaction of the town through 
cooperative efforts with the Massachusetts Department 

of Environmental Protection and the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission. 

Archer spoke to the need for providing replication 
areas to offset wetlands that will be disturbed by 
construction. She said an intermittent stream appears 
to be “trying to reconnect” with a swampy area, “...we 
are most concerned about that.” Thompson stated that 
“drainage design will be critical.” 

While more clarity may be needed on what 
properties have sewer or railroad easement right or the 
need to work with residents in taking some areas for 
the pathway, Archer believed most of those issues were 
resolved or would be resolved soon. 

Archer then spoke to the need for crossing Route 
6 to traverse from the south side to the north side and 
onward through the Holy Ghost Grounds and Park Street 
to North Street at the state-owned parking-and-ride lot 
across the road from Industrial Drive. 

Traffic studies have been completed to help in 
determining the best and safest place to have walkers 
and cyclists cross the busy state highway. Included in the 
study were types of traffic signals, everything from simple 
signage to rapid-flashing beacons to overhead pedestrian 
hybrid beacons. 

Regarding stakeholder engagement, Archer said 
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meetings have been held with the towns, police and fire 
departments, Conservation Commission, Friends of the 
Mattapoisett Rail Trail and the Mattapoisett Bike Path 
Committee. 

The crossing at Route 6 where Railroad Avenue 
intersects will require cooperation and coordination with 
the Massachusetts Department of Transportation, she 
said. Archer did not touch on engagement with private- 
property owners abutting the proposed route that the bike 
path will take. 

On the topic of funding a project of this scope, 
Archer said a variety of grants should be sought such as 
MassDOT’s Transportation Improvement Program (TIP), 
MassTrails, Rebuilding American Infrastructure with 
Sustainability and Equity (RAISE) and Safe Streets for 
ALL (SS4A.) 

The conceptual plan currently has road crossings 
at Acushnet Road, Park Street, Route 6, and North Street. 
Soft “S-curves” are also planned to slow cyclists as they 
advance towards some crossings. 

The Capital Planning Committee, which is now 
tracking bike path related financial needs, has listed 
on the latest 10-year plan spread over the next four 
fiscal cycles a sum of approximately $5,000,000 for 
the construction of Phases 2a and b, all paid for with 
special grants. There is no indication on the Capital Plan 
spreadsheet if the residents will be required to provide 
any matching dollars for grant funding sought and 
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received.

ConCom Approves House, Two Town Projects 
Marion Conservation Commission

Roger and Emily Tenglin were issued an Order 
of Conditions so they can build a new, single-family 
house at 88 Indian Cove Road. The vote of the Marion 
Conservation Commission came during its April 12 public 
meeting at the recommendation of commissioner Shaun 
Walsh. 

Elevation of the base-flood level was key in the 
commission’s approval, and Walsh added special 
conditions, including 20 feet of additional silt fence or 10 
hay bales for the purposes of storm-damage prevention 
and flood control. Walsh added a continuing condition 
of 13 boulders measuring at least 3 feet in any dimension 
for the purposes of a permanent wetland boundary 
protection. 

In a rare, in-person appearance before the 
commission, representative Dave Davignon of Schneider, 
Davignon & Leone, Inc., explained that the Tenglins, in 
partnership with another family, bought what 11 years 
ago was the old boatyard. There are two barns on the lot 
proposed for demolition. 

Some time ago, Davignon explained, the Tenglins 
went before the Conservation Commission with a plan to 
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drastically shrink the existing boat-facility footprint and 
restore a remaining portion as a boat-storage building. 

The towns of Marion and Mattapoisett are 
connected on the property by gravel roads. The lot was 
developed as part of a two-lot subdivision that can 
access Marion and Mattapoisett, though the address is in 
Marion. 

The plan is for the house to face due north toward 
Indian Cove, with a detached garage in the northwest 
corner of the property, and a driveway will be built off an 
existing crushed-stone driveway off Aucoot Road. 

There are bordering vegetated wetlands on the east 
and west sides of the property, as Davignon pointed out 
on his site plan. The BVW is 44 feet from the closest point 
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of construction. The proposed septic system will be a 
gravity-based system with denitrification technology. 

Davignon said the top of the foundation will sit 
“quite a bit above base-flood elevation so (we’re) planning 
for the future.” 

With the floor opened to the public, abutter Mike 
Popitz of 64 Indian Cove Road said the Tenglins have 
been “excellent neighbors” and have what looks like a 
“great project.” He requested a copy of the site plan and 
was invited by Davignon to pick up a full-size copy at his 
office the next day. 

With that, the commission voted to close the public 
hearing. 

The Town of Marion was also on the agenda with 
two heard proposals that were both rewarded with 
Negative 2 and 3 determinations of applicability. 

The first was Marion’s plans to lay out and excavate 
an ADA-compliant walkway at Silvershell Beach. 

In explaining the request during the public hearing, 
Facilities Manager Shaun Cormier said that approximately 
four to five years ago, former Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson started a town-wide ADA-improvement plan 
as required for the town to receive ADA-improvement 
municipal grant funding. Former Town Administrator Jay 
McGrail filed the grant application, and Cormier reported 
that the $49,060 in grant funding has been received. 

Cormier told the commissioners he has received 
quotes for $39,400 to install the 320-foot-long, 6-foot-wide 
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Hathaway Road 


walkway made of concrete with a base made of 3/4-inch, 
compacted, crushed stone. 

“Silvershell Beach is the hot spot in the summer. 
They have handicapped parking with mats that give you 
access to the beach, but there’s no access to the facilities or 
the playground so this was a priority for us,” explained 
Cormier. “We already have it all laid out...” 

Commission Chairman Jeff Doubrava estimated 
that, at most, construction would take a week. 

“We'll have a stockpile on the side, we’re not really 
worried about erosion,” said Cormier. The sand removed 
for the construction will be used to support the area 
surrounding the walkway. 

“It gets a little steep as you get up by the beach 
house, but we'll maintain that ADA grade,” said Cormier. 
“With whatever money I have left over, I’ll purchase a 
couple of ADA tables for (access.)” 

“It’s a great project, it’s in an appropriate area, right 
from where the handicapped parking spaces are,” said 
commissioner Shaun Walsh. “Kudos to you and Jay ... 
not here anymore, we’re still reaping the benefits of his 
leadership, so thank you guys for applying for the grant.” 

Without anyone from the public interested to 
comment, the public hearing was closed. 

The commission also issued Marion’s Department 
of Public Works a Negative 2 and 3 Determination of 
Applicability to complete four test pits to determine the 
condition of subsurface soils in preparation for a water 
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main replacement project. 

Attending the meeting remotely, DPW engineer 
Meghan Davis explained that the tests will be taken in nee 4 Bleeds 
the vicinity of the Creek Road Pumping Station and will meee Loca Me Drea 


require digging at 6 feet in depth. At the completion of the 
testing, said Davis, the holes will be backfilled with the 
excavated material and pavement installed.

Doubrava said, five or six years ago, the commission P 
issued the town an Order of Conditions to repave Creek Captai n Morgan Ru m 
Road.

fill,” he said, noting that the road was wavy. The solution 


at the time, he recalled, was that the town was going to

Davis said the hole will be opened and closed the 
same day, leaving no stockpile of material. 

The public hearing was voted closed. 

Regarding unauthorized activity taking place 
at 21 East Avenue, Walsh said he observed a piece of 
heavy machinery at the base of the driveway and some 
indication that work had been done at the site. “It’s in 
a resource area for sure, whether it’s an impact on the 
resource area (is the question),” said Doubrava. 

Noting the conversion of grass to other plantings, 
Walsh said there is an exemption but suggested the 
commission or Conservation Agent Doug Guey-Lee write 
a letter to the property owners acknowledging that the 
work being done on the site is in a jurisdictional area 
(flood zone, buffer zone to coastal bank) and that any 
work should be accompanied by a RDA filing with the 
Conservation Commission. 

Guey-Lee agreed to draft a letter to be reviewed at 
the commissioners’ next public meeting. 

In separate votes, the commission voted to issue 
the Jeffrey J. and Elizabeth M. Doubrava Revocable 
Trust and John A. and Carol F. Whittemore certificates of 
compliance for work performed at 47 and 51 East Avenue, 
respectively. 

As applicant in one of the cases, Doubrava recused 
himself and Emil Assing served as chairman for the 
matter. Assing, together with Walsh and associate member 
Millie Seeberg, visited the site, noting that the docks and 
floats were out of the water. 

Requested to comment to the Zoning Board of 
Appeals regarding property owned by Theodore Duncan 
at 17A Pine Grove Lane, the commission determined that 
the land is non-jurisdictional. 

After discussion regarding the governor’s extension 
of the right to include a remote aspect of public meetings, 
the commissioners agreed to continue meeting in a hybrid 
format used on April 12. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for Wednesday, April 26, at 7:00 
pm at the Police Station on Route 6 and accessible via 
Zoom. 
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AHT Strategizing to Sustain Momentum 
Marion Affordable Housing Trust

As the Affordable Housing Trust discussed the 
proposed elimination of the Inclusionary Zoning Bylaw 
during its April 11 public meeting, member Norm Hills 
explained that many proposed changes in town bylaws 
intended to go on the warrant for the May 8 Annual Town 
Meeting never got past the Planning Board. 

“We removed them all from the warrant so it should 
be a short meeting, I think, this year,” said Hills. “It went 
onto discussion of the Inclusionary Bylaw. Those changes 
are not going to Town Meeting either, so it’s at least until 
Fall Town Meeting to hash this out. Sherman (Briggs) 
wanted it at the Town Meeting.” 

Affordable Housing Trust member Nancy 
McFadden noted that Planning Board member Andrew 
Daniel repeatedly suggested a citizens’ petition should 
allow the proposed elimination of the Inclusionary Bylaw 
to go to Town Meeting. 

Hills said there was a schedule to keep but that, “no 
one seemed inclined to force it on (the warrant) either.” 

Affordable Housing Trust Chairperson Terri 
Santos stressed that attempts will continue to be made to 
eliminate the bylaw. 

“So we need to maybe come up with a strategy, 
maybe think of ways to work with (bylaw opponents 
Briggs, Daniel and Jon Henry),” said Santos. “There 
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are different types of inclusionary housing bylaws that 
incorporate higher median incomes like what they do 
on Nantucket and the Vineyard. Over 80 percent area 
income, it doesn’t go on your (Subsidized Housing 
Inventory.)” 

Santos explained that anything on a town’s SHI has 
to be below 80% of the area’s median income. Towns such 
as Nantucket and on Martha’s Vineyard are incorporating 
higher income limits for working people who live on 
those islands. 

Hills said the proposed Village Style Smart Growth 
District would accomplish some of those goals. 

“The big problem is this town has never done 
anything, it’s always done to us,” said Hills. “The town 
owns a lot of land but it’s all ‘open space.’ You can’t do 
anything to it.” 

Member Susan Miller asked Hills if, during the 
Planning Board’s debate over the Inclusionary Housing 
Bylaw, if he saw any room for compromise. 

“Basically, they said, ‘Ten percent, we don’t want 
to do anything,’ but the fact is it’s only conditional,” said 
Hills. “Until (Wareham Road 40B developer Ken Steen) 
pulls a building permit - and he’s got a year to do that - 
if he doesn’t do it within a year, all those things fall off. 
They don’t count anymore. ... They think we’re home safe 
and we’re not. I don’t see any movement on his part to do 
anything down there.” 

Santos is seeking ideas on how to approach this 
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issue, and Hills suggested Marion needs to consult with 
experts. Santos suggested that the Massachusetts Housing 
Partnership would be willing to help. 

The membership briefly discussed Briggs’ former 
proposal for 28 townhouses off Spring Street, noting that 
there is heavy equipment at the site. 

Santos sent the membership the link to the 
Community Preservation Committee’s guidebook. “We’re 
not utilizing our housing funds,” she said, suggesting 
Marion learn what surrounding towns are doing to 
address the state affordable-housing threshold. 

Santos said she also wants to look at the Accessory 
Dwelling Bylaw. As of now in Marion, such an apartment 
must be occupied by a family member. If not, the matter 
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has to go through the whole subsidized-housing process, 
she said. 

“We've got to be proactive,” said Santos, looking for 
ideas on how to use CPC funding. “It’s got to be a deed- 
restricted property.” 

Hills said the Affordable Housing Trust would need 
to establish criteria for CPC-funding eligibility. 

Miller said many residents complain about water 
bills; Hills said the matter will grow worse. Miller agreed 
to conduct some research. 

At the suggestion of Minhtram Tran, the Affordable 
Housing Trust is considering a tour of affordable-housing 
developments in May.

School Choice Adds Two New Slots 
Mattapoisett School Committee 
By Mick Colageo 
Prompted by the suggestion of Amanda Hastings 
and a motion from Jim Muse, the Mattapoisett School 
Committee voted during its April 13 public meeting to 
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approve two new slots for its School Choice program for 
the 2023-24 academic year. 

The action increases the maximum number of slots 
from 12 to 14. 

The public hearing on School Choice began with 
Old Rochester Regional Superintendent of Schools Mike 
Nelson reporting that all 12 current School Choice slots 
between Center School and Old Hammondtown are 
currently full and that one slot is expected to open up 
with the impending departure of an Old Hammondtown 
student scheduled to graduate out of the program. 

With the April 13 vote and presuming the existing 
12 School Choice students continue, there will be a 
potential of three openings for next school year. 
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At the outset, Nelson recommended the committee 
vote to maintain the current 12-student cap with 
preference being given to Grades K-2. He reported that 
15 applications had already come in for the 2023-24 
school year. A lottery date will be set for May. Nelson said 
the tuition rate is $5,000 per student, except for Special 
Education situations, which are custom crafted according 
to need. 

During the public hearing, Hastings, attending 
via Zoom, asked, in light of the pandemic’s effects on 
education, if the committee should consider expanding 
the program in order to benefit out-of-district students 
who might benefit from the ORR School District’s recent 
focus on literacy. 

Mattapoisett School Committee Chairperson Carly 
Lavin sought clarification regarding Hastings’ suggestion 
that older students be considered in such an expansion. 

Hastings confirmed Lavin’s interpretation and 
suggested ORR “broaden the net” of students to be 
considered for School Choice not only by expanding the 
number of slots offered but in doing so, addressing the 
needs of children older than Grades K-2. 

In response, Lavin explained the committee’s 
traditional preference for Grades K-2. 

“We are really focused on having a school 
community and a culture that embraces the students, 
and ... we have seen the benefits of seeing these students 
come in early in K, One or Two, able to really reap the 
educational rewards but also the social, emotional and 
cultural rewards that we bring - I’m saying K-through- 
Six schools, all the way through - versus somebody that 
has come in Five and Six ...,” said Lavin. “The responsive 
classroom is really embedded in our K-One ... I am partial 
to staying K-One to be honest.” 

Nelson noted that the 15 applications received are 
of a proactive nature in case Mattapoisett decided to raise 
its current cap on School Choice openings. He also noted 
that the committee could vote to maintain the current 
12-student cap without affecting the FY24 operating 
budget. 

No one responded to the opening of the floor to 
public comment on the matter, and the committee voted 
to close the public hearing. 

It was during deliberation that Muse put forth the 
suggestion that Mattapoisett expand its School Choice cap 
from 12 to 14 students (opening three spots for 2023-24.) 

“It seems to me we'd be able to have two new 
spots,” he said, referencing Mattapoisett’s “excellent

The Pope’s Exorcist. Starring Russell Crowe and Franco 
Nero. Directed by Julius Avery. Running time: 103 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. Now playing in theaters. 

If you plan to see The Pope’s Exorcist, may 
I suggest you preface it with a viewing of William 
Friedkin’s 2017 documentary The Devil and Father Amorth? 
It’s not much as a movie (it’s streaming free with ads on 
Tubi), but its long centerpiece containing footage of a 
purported real exorcism is worth a look. It conveys the 
frustration and boredom as well as the drama and fear 
evoked by the ritual, and it shows us the then-91-year-old 
Father Gabriele Amorth at work, starting off by literally 
thumbing his nose at the devil and then working, steadily 
and patiently, for however long it takes. And the result 
isn’t a Hollywood triumph, either. The victim, Cristina, 
has undergone nine unsuccessful Amorth exorcisms, 
including the one we see, and for all we know she suffers 
to this day. 

Father Amorth gets his Hollywood close-up 
in The Pope's Exorcist. Hell, he’s even played by Russell 
Crowe, here chowing down on his favored meal of 
late, a nice ham sandwich. Crowe must have seen the 
same footage of the real Amorth, because he gets the 
man’s sometimes goofball sense of humor and a degree 
of unflappable calm in the face of demons. I think the 
actual Amorth might have laughed heartily at this film’s 
depiction of him as an action exorcist, kicking down 
doors and investigating an ancient corpse’s stomach. 
And Crowe, who seems to have eased into this B-movie 
camera-hog stage of his career, enjoys himself. Too bad we 
can’t really share the fun. 

We probably shouldn’t look to most exorcism 
movies for physical realism. But this movie doesn’t even 
gesture towards plausibility. People are supernaturally 
flung into walls with a force that should kill anyone, 
and they just groan a little and get up; one woman gets 
her head slammed onto a bathroom sink hard enough 
to shatter it, and somehow her skull doesn’t follow suit. 
This is all caused by Asmodeus, a demon whose ultimate 
goal is to possess Amorth and infiltrate the Church. The 
demon starts off in the frail body of a little boy who hasn’t 
spoken since seeing his father die a year ago. His mother 
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and sister have accompanied him to an inherited Spanish 
abbey, which we gather was the site of a lot of evil. The 
demon, apparently there waiting, takes over the kid and 
demands a priest. They send in a wet-behind-the-ears 
fellow, and the demon roars “Send another priest!” I liked 
that a lot, but there’s nothing else here as good. 

So this younger priest joins forces with Amorth 
against this demon, who taunts them with visions of the 
women they sinned against. I can see how this could have 
been treated as a feminist wrinkle in the movie’s premise 
(God is cool, the Church is shady), but in practice it’s 
bloody, highly sexualized women bashing celibate men 
around, and it brings up tonal and thematic questions this 
frequently dumb movie doesn’t have the wherewithal 
to answer. Maybe the director, Julius Avery, and the five 
people credited as writers on this thing have made an 
unconscious indictment not only of the Church but the 
toxic masculinity that powers it and commits so much evil 
behind closed gilded doors. We chew this over; maybe the 
movie is more thoughtful than we’d assumed. But then 
it’s back to the demon pretending to be a woman biting 
the head off a bird. 

It’s not every movie that suffers in comparison 
to not one but two William Friedkin exorcism movies. 

The Exorcist, of course, is an enduring ornament on the 
gnarled tree of horror. And even The Devil and Father 
Amorth, for all that it feels like a DVD extra that probably 
wouldn’t even have gotten the small release it did if 
Friedkin’s name weren’t on it, has that blandly filmed 
ritual with a growling, obviously pained woman at its 
center (possessed or psychologically /neurologically 
wounded? the movie leaves it open), creating the drama 
the one-take filmmaking lacks. The Pope’s Exorcist is 
dramatic bordering on melodramatic, but it doesn’t take 
any of its own concerns seriously, the way you definitely 
felt Friedkin and William Peter Blatty did on The Exorcist. 
This might as well be an Evil Dead film a week early. 
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education.” 

While Nelson recommended that any new slots 
earmarked for grades higher than K-2 go to rising fifth 
graders, Lavin said she would be most comfortable if two 
new slots went to students in Grades K-1. She noted that 
adding two School Choice students to Grade 2 would 
bring the Grade 2 total for 2023-24 to five. 

Nelson explained that once a student is accepted 
into Mattapoisett’s School Choice program, that student 
is guaranteed a spot until graduating out following Grade 
6. Even if the committee voted to cancel the entire School 
Choice program, the existing 11 students in the program 
would be grandfathered to completion (through Grade 6.) 

In other business, the committee voted to approve 
a field trip to Roger Williams Zoo in Providence for the 
Grade 1 class, sponsored by the Mattapoisett Parent- 
Teacher Association. 

The Mattapoisett PTA also was approved for its 
donation of $6,000 to fund spring 2023 field trips. Nelson 
and committee members expressed appreciation for the 
PTA’s efforts to support the students. 

In her Chairperson’s Report, Lavin explained the 
adjusted meeting schedule relative to the need to avoid a 


potential Open Meeting Law violation. She celebrated two 


events: the Old Hammondtown Grade 6 students versus 
faculty basketball game and the more-recent art show.

and 250th anniversaries of Rochester’s founding. Because 
Rochester began as a town whose land area included 
today’s Mattapoisett, Marion and a significant portion 

of Wareham, all these towns were included in both the 
planning and celebrating. 

A few years prior to 1879, it was voted at Rochester 
Town meeting that James S. Luce, Esq. should copy the 
old Proprietors’ records. The Proprietors were the persons 
negotiating with Plymouth to purchase what was called 
the “Sepecan” grant which was the land that became 
Rochester. While transcribing these papers, he noted 
that the first meeting to discuss this purchase was held 


in Plymouth on July 22, 1679. Luce then called this date

Bicentennial celebration should be held on July 22, 1879. 
This suggestion galvanized the towns to 
pass warrants and to begin planning for a day of 
commemoration. Each town: Rochester, Marion, 
Mattapoisett and Wareham formed committees to plan 
for the event. Then the committees from the 4 towns met 
in Marion on April 21,1879 and Capt. Benjamin F. Gibbs 
of Wareham was chosen to be Chairman, Augustine 
W. Bisbee of Rochester chosen as Secretary, Capt. IN. 
Hathaway of Marion was picked to be Treasurer. It was 
truly a multitown effort. Sub committees were formed. 
They were: Solicit Funds, Dinner, Grounds, Martial music, 
Guests, Reception, Procession, Transportation, Vocal 
Music, Printing, Decorations, Police, General Committee,

They then appointed Officers of the Day 
President, Gerard C. Tobey of Wareham 
Vice Pres., William Barstow, Esq. of Marion 
Chief Marshall, George Purrington Jr. of Mattapoisett 
Toastmaster, Rev. H.C. Vose of Marion 
Chaplain, Rev. William Leonard of North Rochester 

Invitations were sent to local and state dignitaries, 
arrangements were made with the Old Colony Railroad 
for extra trains to be added and reduced fares to be 
offered. A New Bedford firm was hired to provide the 
dinner. It took 9 meetings that were “characterized by 
harmony and unanimity” to complete the planning. 

Weather cooperated on the day of the celebration 
which began with a procession to Handy’s Grove (the 
selected site) in Marion. The Grove had been decorated 
with greenery, flags and banners. The festivities began 
at noon. The Middleboro Brass Band played “an olio of 
National airs” and a choir of 50 people sang “Auld Lang 
Syne”. Then the Rev. Leonard read the 8th chapter of 
Deuteronomy in which God promises his “blessings to 
those who serve him and the curse on those who neglect 
to do so”. He then offered a prayer. 

Next a welcome address was given by the President 
of the Committee. It was followed by the main speech 
called an “Oration” and presented by Noble Warren 
Everett of Wareham. This speech began with the landing 
of the Mayflower, progressed through all of the wars in 
which men of the town fought and ended with thoughts 
of the future and wonders yet to come. This oration 
takes up 55 pages in the 5x9 book published for the 
Bicentennial. 

Dinner, a clambake, was then served. After dinner, 
the speeches resumed at about 3:00 in the afternoon 
with the Toastmaster introducing 11 Speakers. At the

conclusion of these “Sentiments and Responses”, the 
approximately 6000 people in attendance joined the choir 
in singing “Praise God from whom all blessings flow” 
and the day of celebration ended. I’m impressed with the 
planning that took place in a relatively short time, as well 
as with the patience and stamina of the attendees. I also 
wonder how long it took that many attendees to leave the 
grove and head home.
